A lot of black smoke, soot, and a 
long flame lapping against the flue 
pipes and dampers. 
When starting a coke fire, what hap­ 
pens? 
Very little smoke, mostly from the 
kindling, and no soot. 
Is it impossible to injure a furnace 
with coke or coal? 
NO. 
Which is likely to injure it most? 
Coal. 
Why? 
Because the coke fire can be adjust- 
to a more regular temperature. 
Why can it? 
Because when you are burning coke 
you have only the one element to 
burn—carbon. 
What have you when you burn coal? 
Coal tar, oil, ammonium sulphate, 
gas, and carbon, no two of which 
ignite at the same temperature. 
Why is a more regular temperature 
less injurious to a furnace than an 
irregular one? 
Irregular up and down temperature 
tends to cause openings in the joints 
and cracks in the fire bowl. 
How can you bum coke without 
having a hot fire? 
Kindle with wood and bum it the 
“Bletted W ay”. 
Has any one been burning it the 
past two weeks comfortably? 
Ask us for a list of names who have, 
and we have no doubt some of them 
will be acquaintances, and may be 
relatives of yours. 
Why do flue pipes have to be re­ 
placed every two or three years, or 
oftener, when burning coal? 
Because of the long flame, and the 
soot deposit that contains sulphur. 
When the sulphur becomes moist it 
eats into the pipe wherever it touches 
it. 
There is no soot deposit in coke. 
Does coal or coke burn out grate 
bars? 
. If the fireman is careless, yes.

How can he keep from burning them 
out?

Keep the ash pit clean. 
Yes, that 
is all there is to all the talk you hear 
about burning out bars.
